Pre-school likely to end; GC faculty is trimmed by 28

“Money makes the world go 
around...” 

And the lack of money curtails 
educational programs, such as the 
Granite City *district’s pre-school in- 
Struction, it was acknowledged at, 
Tuesday night’s Board of Education 
meeting. 

Unless the current federal funding 
Outlook changes markedly, Supt. B. J 
Davis said, he will recommend ending 
the pre-school at the end of the 1980-81 
year. In another cost-cutting action, the 
board approved his recommendation to 
honorably dismiss 28 teachers this 
summer. 

‘The 28 “represent some outstanding 
talents,” he said. ‘We hope to be able to 
return some of these to teaching 
positions prior to the beginning of the 
School year,. through attrition. If 


everything follows the normal 
procedure, we undoubtedly will be able 
to bring others back after the school 
year begins.” 

‘A public hearing was conducted on 
the dismissals, with 30 persons at- 
tending it Tuesday evening. American 
Federation of Teachers Local 743 and 
citizens were given an opportunity to 
respond, but did not. 

Two teacher retirements and two 
faculty resignations were accepted by 
the board. \ 

Two of the three junior high school 
assistant principals, William Fever and 
Gordon Galbréath, will be transferred 
to teaching positions in 1981-82, with 
Assistant Principal Naney Marti 
moving from Grigsby to Coolidge and 
adding district-wide testing duties to 
her other responsibilities. 

Supt. Davis said the teacher 
dismissals require a hearing “‘if there 


are economic reasons involved. The 
recommendations we are making are 
based not only on finances but on our 
continuing enrollment -decline, which is 
now starting to be felt at the high school 
level.” 

The 28 dismissed consist of nine high 
school faculty members (South seven 
and North two), two junior high school 
teachers (one at Coolidge and one at 
Prather) and 17 elementary instructors 
(three each at Emerson and Nameoki, 
two each at Frohardt and Logan, and 
one each at Johnson, Marshall, 
Maryville, Parkview, Webster, Wilson 
and a Lake-Niedringhaus combination 
position). 

Granite City public schools have been 
losing about 400 students a year due to 
population and age patterns, the 
superintendent noted, adding: 

“Last year at this time, when we had 
an enrollment of 10,776, we honorably 


dismissed 15 staff members. We 
projected we would have 10,550 
students in the fall of 1980, and our 
sixth-day total was 10,586. 

“Since then. and throughout this 
school year, we have continued to 
decline. As of Feb. 27, 1981, our student 
population was 10,331. We are 
estimating that our enrollment this fall 
will be 10,130. 

“Tt is apparent that the decline in the 
number of students will continue for 
some time, and we will continue to look 
at the staff needs. 

“It is extremely unfortunate that 
these dismissals are necessary. We 
gave the names to the building prin: 
cipals March 19 so that they might 
discuss this with each of the 28 prior to 
tonight’s public action.”’ 

One teacher present at the hearing 
said later it is the fifth consecutive year 
he has been honorably dismissed due to 


school closings or other faculty 
reductions here. Those on the dismissal 
list, in general, have six years’ service 
or less in Community Unit District 
Nine. 

A resolution adopted by the board 
cited Illinois School Code Section 24-12 
as the basis of the hearing. Procedural 
rules were outlined by Attorney 
William Beatty Jr. 

A second resolution reclassi 
Fever and Galbreath as teachers. 

Supt. Davis said Nancy Marti will 
continue her present data processing 
duties related to the three junior high 
schools, as well as helping administer 
Coolidge, the largest of the junior highs. 
The testing work has been handled by 
Fever in the past. 

The superintendent said the net 
decrease in faculty size is expected to 
be less than 28. The board endorsed a

The ‘arrests yesterday of 10 youths 
allegedly smoking, selling or 
possessing marijuana behind Granite 
Gity High School South should serve as 
“a warning to all students that they are 
violating the law and these acts must 
come to an end,” according to 
authorities yesterday following the 
arrests. 


‘The announcement also warned that

Chouteau ups 
salaries for 
4-year span

Salary increases amounting to $44,526 
to be dispersed over a four-year period 
for’ Chouteau Township officials was 
approved Monday night by the 
Chouteau Township Board of Trustees. 
This figure does not reflect the per diem 
for trustees, that was also increased. 

‘The supervisor's salary, which is set 
at $6,050 was increased to $6,600 with 
$500 as treasurer for the road and 
bridge fund, for the four-year period. 

In other salary hikes, the -assessor 
who now receives $7,000 will be given an 
additional $1,000 the first year, $1,000 
more the second year, and another 
$1,000 for each of the remaining two 
year period bringing his annual salary 
to $10,000 at the end of four years 

An increase for the collectors salary 
will reflect $7,260 at the end of four 
years as compared to his current wage 
of $6,600. 

The town clerk’s salary is set at $3,300 
now and will increase to $3,630 the first 
year, $3,992 for the second year, $4,392 
the third year and $4,831 on the fourth 
year 

The highway commissioner's salary 
jumped from $7,495, the present salary, 
to $15,000 per year showing a net in- 
crease of $30,020 over the four year 
period. 

Trustees now receive $44 per diem 
and they will be advanced to $50 per 
diem in conjunction with the financial 
adjustments. 

In other business presented at the 
semi-monthly meeting it was an- 
nounced a mosquito control workshop 
will be held at the Ramada Inn in 
Westport today at 8:30 a.m. 

The town board voted to pay their 
share, which amounted to $511 to

Whoever is elected mayor of Granite 
City April 7 will receive an annual 
salary of $28,000, plus $5,100 for ex- 
penses, and the next city clerk and 
treasurer will earn $25,000, the city 
‘council decided Tuesday night. The per 
diem pay of aldermen will not be in- 
creased, it was determined. 

Under the pressure of a March 30 
deadline to set the salaries, the 
aldermen caucused for an hour before 
the 8 p.m. city council meeting, at 
which their decisions were announced. 
Raises also were granted for the 
township supervisor and assessor, but 
the aldermen decided not to vote 
themselves a raise:for the next four 
years. 

Under state law, the salaries for 
those officials to be elected April 7 must 
be decided by March 30 and the salari 
cannot be changed during the four. 
terms.

The new salary for the mayor is 
$3,500 more than the current salary, but 
alderman Mac Warfield of the Sixth 
Ward explained that since there has not 
been a raise in four years and will not 
be another for four more years, the 
increase represents only a 1.1 percent 
increase per year for the mayor.

Venice sets teacher aide classification

New classifications for 
teacher’s aides, including 
starting pay scales and 
required qualifications, were 
approved Monday night by 
the Venice Board of 
Education. 

Prior to the new categories 
being authorized, only one 
class of teacher's aide 
listed in the district's 
classifications—Class 
which requires 30 college 
hours with an hourly pay 
rate of $3.60. 

The new designations 
provide for Class 2 teacher's 
aides, requiring 64 hours of 
college credits and a pay 

cale equivalent to a Class 1 
secretary at $4.57 per hour. 

Class 3 aides with 96 hours 
of college credits, or an 
associate degree, will 
receive the equivalent 
hourly rate of a Class 2 
secretary—$4.69. 

A Cl 4 aide position 
requires a bachelor’s degree 
and is equivalent to a Class 3 
secretary ata salary scale of 
$4.81 per hour. ~ 

No changes were made in 
the categories of regular 
aides, who must have a high 
school diploma or equivalent 
and receive $3.45 per hour, or 
a library aide, requiring a 
high school diploma and the 
ability to type 35 words per 
minute. 

The new classifications 
and pay scales were made 
retroactive to Feb. 1. 

All aides in the Venice 
School District receive four 
days sick leave and two days 
funeral leave per year. 

Teacher’s aides employed 
on a 12-month work schedule 
are entitled to one week’s, 
vacation after one year's 
service and two weeks 
vacation after three years,

if funding is available 


Granite City needs a new 
street sweeper, but will not 
purchase one until it can be 
proven that the money is 
available, it was decided at 
Tuesday night's city council 
meeting. 

Alderman Michael 
Modrusic, chairman of the 
city’s street and alley 
committee, recommended 
that the council accept a bid 
of $55,450 for a new street 
sweeper from a Maryland 
Heights, Mo., firm and 
finance it from the next 
entitlement of federal 
revenue sharing, expected 
next month. 

City Treasurer Nick 
Petrillo said the city expects 
$122,000 in that entitlement 
period and said he does not 
believe that money has been 
appropriated 

Street Superintendent 
Lionel Portell said the city 
badly needs a new street 
sweeper and said the 
outright purchase from 
revenue sharing funds 
probably would be less ex- 
pensive in the long run than a 
lease-purchase agreement 
with the company. However, 
if the lump sum is not 
available, the company 
would be willing to sell the 
sweeper to the city on a 
lease-purchase basis. 

Mayor Paul Schuler 
seemed angered by the 
request, stating, ‘‘You mean 
you are using us to spend 
$55,450 for a piece of 
equipment’ and we didn’t 
anticipate having that 
money?”’ 


Portell responded, ‘For 
the last two years, there has 
been a (request for a) 
sweeper in the budget, but 
we haven't been able to get 
the funding. One sweeper is 
11 years old and blew up. The 
other is five years old and is 
breaking down. We can’t do 
the job without new equip- 
ment.” 

Schuler. said that the 
council recently deliberated 
for two to four weeks in 
several meetings over 
spending $50,000 to repair a 
serious sewer break and said 
he feels that was a much 
more important expenditure 
than a street sweeper, which 
the council was asked to buy 
without any consideration 

City Treasurer Nick 
Petrillo said he realizes a 
street sweeper is ‘‘an 
essential item, They asked 
me if I could come up with 
the money. It is up to you 
gentlemen to come up with a 
sweeper to keep the streets 
clean,”’ he stated 

Petrillo said he is not 
positive that the $125,000 
anticipated from revenue 
sharing is unappropriated, 
but said, “not as far as I 
know.” 

That angered Alderman 
Lloyd Bailey of the fth 
Ward asked, ‘Why is the 
treasurer there and can’t 
even tell us if we have the 
money?” 

Petrillo responded, ‘‘At 
that time (budget 
preparation), we didn’t even 
know if there was going to be 
an Entitlement 12. We didn’t

know if they (the federal 
government) were going to 
continue the program.” 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward warned, 
‘We have to have enough to 
pay the salaries and pay the 
bills until the real estate 
taxes come in an I’m not 
sure we have it.”” 

However, he recalled 
forecasts last year that the 
city would be in debt by 
February or March and 
stated, “Somebody hollered 
wolf 11 or 12 months ago and 
the city still is in the black.” 

Mayor Schuler sum- 
marized, “The only question 
is do we have $55,000 to 
spend. This is a critical 
thing. Let’s be sure, because 
the taxpayer is really con- 
cerned about how his dollar 
is spent.” 

Modrusie withdrew his 
motion to accept the low bid 
and made a motion to refer 
the purchase back to com- 
mittee until it has been 
determined if there are 
sufficient funds, available.

‘Rabies 


increase 


Ilinois may be facing a 
third consecutive year of 
increased animal rabies, 
according to William ‘L. 
Kempiners, director of the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health. The. 1981 total of 
reported rabid animals 
stands at 74, slightly higher 
than the 65 reported at this 
time last year, which ended 
with an all-time record total. 

During 1980, confirmed 
cases of animal rabies in 
Illinois reached 524. The 
previous high ‘was in 1945, 
when 477 cases occurred. In 
1979, there were 227 cases; 76 
cases in 1978; 54 in 1977; and 
55 in 1976. \ 

“Even more disturbing,” 
Kempiners sajd, ‘‘is the 
increase of rabies in 
domestic (farm “and pet) 
animals.” 

Last year, 10 percent of the 
rabid animals were 
domestic. So far this year, 23 
percent of the rabid animals 
are domestic. 

“Because people have 
more frequent contact with 
domestic animals, this 
means more human ex- 
posure to rabies,’’ Kem- 
piners said. 

Skunks are still the most 
common rabid animals, and 
are thought to be the source 
of infection for most 
domestic animals. 

Owners of pet dogs and 
cats are being urged to have 
them immunized against 
rabies. 

Eleven rabid cattle and 
five rabid cats have been 
reported this year, as 
compared with 29 rabid 
cattle and 11 rabid cats 
during all of 1980. sh

The pre-school program’s ter- 
mination will not be decided until May, 
and will hinge on “whether federal 
funds flow as they have in the past or 
are cut back,"’ Davis commented. 

“‘We won't know the final outcome 
until probably this summer, but we 
have to take this stand until we know 
that the money is available. I don’t 
want to commit the district to an ex- 
penditure of this type unless we have 
the federal money to support it,’’ he 
said, pointing out that the district in 
1980-81 is reducing its federal Title I 
reserve by $75,000 beyond the funding 
received. 

By eliminating the pre-school, which 
serves only six of the 13 grade school 
areas, the district will be able to con- 
tinue its remedial reading and remedial 
mathematics Title I programs, which 
are available to all children in kin- 
dergarten and the first eight grades, 
Supt. Davis related 

Rea said he and Mrs. Ruth Lahr, Title 
I director, jointly recommend retaining 
the remedial teaching and discon- 
tinuing pre-school if funds are 
inadequate to do both. 

He explained that “Title I is a ‘for- 
ward funding’ program with reductions 
limited by law .to 15 percent of the 
previous year’s grant 
, ‘The state Title I office has advised 
districts to assume this level of funding 
for 1981-82, but it is our own experience 
with federal programs that. this legal 
restriction is, no barrier to. federal 
_ action when funding cuts are proposed. 

“Desired federal goals in funding cuts 
(ean be attained by simply ignoring the 
Jaw, by failure to appropriate adequate 
funds, or by recision of funds already 
appropriated. 

“Total available 1980-81 funds include 
$125,000 in carryover money from 
previous years’ grants. At the end of the 
current school year, we expect to have 
only $51,785 to carry over to 1981-82 

“We have tried to maintain a sizeable 
carryover, despite state criticism; as 
protection against fund reductions. 

“The size of the current year’s grant, 
$416,248, is an increase of only $6,000 
over the 1979-80 grant. Since this in- 
crease did not offset inflationary cost 
rises, we have experienced a funding 
reduction 

“On March 10, the president proposed 
#25 percent recision in educational 
funds for 1980-81, to be followed by 
smaller reductions next year, with 
fiinds being folded into a block grant 
program,"’ Rea continued 

“The obvious unfairness and 
monumental’ damage of this proposal is 
such that I cannot believe there is any 
Possibility of it being approved by 
Congress, It does, however, indicate an 
Attitude on the part of the ad- 
ministration toward federal funding of 
educational programs, and must be 
considered by anyone questioning the 
probability of drastic reductions in the 
near future. 

“If the only increased program costs 
incurred were 10 percent of the current 
year's salary figures, the projected cost 
of next year’s Title I program would be 
$522,000. 

“Elimination of the nursing com- 
ponent, which we consider to be a 
valuable part of the program, would 
permit'a reduction of $27,000; $10,000 
was included in this year’s budget for 
computers to be used in the in- 
structional program at Prather, and 
this expense will not be repeated for 
néxt year. 

“Last year, a proposal was made as 
an economy measure to move the pre- 
school program from its present center 
at W. 25th Street and Logan Avenue to 
Coolidge Junior High. This would have 
effected a $25,000 saving. 

“But even with these reductions, 
program costs next year would be in the 
neighborhood of $460,000. 

“I cannot recommend that the board 

ick up a portion of this from local 
lunds, since the program is not 
available to all children in the district. 
Local tax funds, of course, ‘represent 
the contribution of the entire com- 
munity. 

“When the Title I program was 
initiated in 1965, it served four 
elementary buildings and the com- 
ponents included elementary remedial 
Treading, the pre-school’ program, an 
‘extensive nursing program working in 
the area of visual motor coordination, 
and an elementary guidance com- 
ponent. 

“The second year’s application 
originally included a junior high 
program which did not get ‘off the 
ground’ due to lack of funds. Funding 
problems resulted in cuts and then 
elimination of counseling. % 

“Similar funding problems, along 
with regulations - limiting supportive 
services, caused a cut in the nursing 
program. 

“Originally, it was difficult to secure 
approval of secondary Title I 
programs. In the last few years, that 
changed and we introduced a remedial 
program at Prather followed by a 
remedial math program. This year, 
remedial reading at Coolidge has been 
supported by Title I funds. 

“Phe pre-school housed in the 
original Logan school has three cer- 
tificated teachers and four teacher 
assistants. The health component has 
been reduced to one nurse, also housed 
at the pre-school center and who, on 
request, serves that program and Title 
I children in eight eligible schools. 

“The. elementary remedial reading 
provides a reading specialist at each of 
the six Title I centers—Emerson, Lake, 
Logan, Marshall, Webster and Wilson. 

“The junior high reading program 
provides a specialist at Prather and 
Coolidge. The math program is 
presently restricted to one teacher at 
Prather.

“Mrs. Lalir and her secretary are 
both housed at the pre-school center. 

“The preschool costs $155,840 or 
$1,299 for each of 120, participating 
students; elementary reading $162,647 
or $616 for each of 264; junior high 
reading $51,918 or $455 for each of 114; 
junior high math $32,125 or $574 for each 
of 56 students; health, $27,135; and 
administration, $44,639."” 

Rea concluded, “I believe pre-school 
is exemplary and of considerable value- 
I consider all of the Title I components 
to be of similar value, however. 

“Elimination of the health position is 
recommended with great reluctance 
and recognition of the fact that the 
services provided are irreplaceable. 

“The fact remains that the federal 
government will not continue to provide 
funds for continuation of the entire 
program. The first obligation of the 
district is to provide educational ser- 
vices to the legally-mandated school 
population, kindergarten through the 
12th grade.” 

State Supt. Gill advised the district 
that the revised federal budget affects 
such education programs as Title I, 
Title IV B, Vocational Education, 
Handicapped Education, the 
Emergency School Assistance Act and 
Bilingual Educatién: 

He added, “Child Nutrition 
Programs, reduced in 1980-81 by the 
Omnibus Reconciliation Bill, will be 
further reduced in the revised budget 
by 40 percent in 1981-82. 

“With regard to Impact Aid, the 
president has requested permission to 
reduce final current year payments to 
reflect only 90 percent of the amount 
Next year’s would be substantially 
reduced. 

“The president’s March 10 request 
changed the timing on the impact of 
budget reductions on local school 
districts 

“We were told earlier that most of* 
these reductions would not take effect 
until 1982-83 and would be linked to 
program consolidation and a reduction 
in mandates and regulations. 

“The latest budget message, 
however, would make the cuts ap 
plicable to the 1981-82 year. Con 
solidation and reductions in mandates 
and regulations, if any, would not take 
effect until one year after cuts were 
absorbed /by local districts,” Dr. Gill 
related.

Davis said, ‘You asked about 
this and said you would come‘to my 
office for a review, and you didn’t.” 

Partney said he recalled that he had 
“asked you to send me the material.” 

Davis said, “We have eliminated 
administrators, proportionately more 
so than any other positions. Since 1975, 
we have eliminated three elementary 
principals, a gifted program ad! 
ministrator, an assistant business 
manager, an assistant vocational 
director, an assistant high school 
principal, the art consultant, the music 
consultant, an audio-visual director, an 
administrative intern, an assistant 
buildings and grounds director, and 
now two assistant junior high prin- 
cipals. 

“We have ended 14 positions, over 25 
percent of the administrative staff. In 
addition, we eliminated 4 semi- 
administrative position, assistant data 
processing programmer. 

Board Member Monroe Worthen said 
a study ‘‘could determine whether a 
combination of positions in this office 
would be feasible and practical,’ but 
that in the meantime the outcome 
cannot be assumed. 

Partney said he was impressed by a 
Peat, Marwick and Mitchell analysis of 
the school district’s student lunch 
program and feels there could be a 
similar study of the administration 

Worthen stressed his view that 
making a study is different than con- 
cluding in advance that further ad- 
ministrative posts could be merged. 

Moore said he would not oppose a new 
study but that a State Education Board 
study and a consultant’s study both 
showed the Granite City schools’ ad- 
ministration is understaffed. 

Board Member Thomas Miofsky said 
the board could devote time to the topic 
of administrative staff cuts, but that he 
believed time should not be utilized 
during the half-hour hearing dealing 
with the size of the teaching staff. 

Shirley Stoll, president of Local 743, 
spoke briefly on behalf of Granite City 
teachers and said she had ‘‘no response 
at this time” to the teacher dismissals. 
She indicated after the hearing that the 
local is interested in securing Granite 
City teaching positions for those 
dismissed. 

In most past cases, work has been 
found for dismissed tenured teachers 
who did not find teaching positions 
elsewhere. Aided by attrition, the 
district has rehired nearly all such 
faculty members, sometimes for other 
grades, schools or classes than the 
previous jobs. 

In a statement Wednesday, 
Federation President Stoll said, “We 
will do whatever we can—whatever is 
possible—to return the dismissed 
teachers to their jobs in the classrooms. 

“We have not had an opportunity to 
study the class size projections for next 
year. 


‘We would oppose increases in class 
size, if the class, size increases are a 
result of the cutback in the teaching 
staff. 

“We also would be opposed to cut- 
backs in programs 

“The teachers want to see quality 
education maintained, for the students 
of Granite City and for the com- 
munity.” 

No timetable has been set by the 
school district and its employee groups 
for the start of negotiations. 
Agreements with all the groups expire 
in June 

Both Local 743 and the school district 
have filed post-trial motions in a 
lawsuit, following a ruling by Associate 
Judge Edward Ferguson that the 
district owes additional salary to 
teachers because it did not hire as 
many as it indicated it might for 1979-

remedy possible. educational problems 
caused by previous policies. 

The Venice District has received 
$153,000 in Title VI funds for the current 
school year, plus $49,000 in Title I funds. 

Of this amount, about $97,000 was 
allocated for Title VI teachers’ 
salaries. 

Venice lost almost $200,000 in Title VI 
and Title I grants in the current school 
year. The allocation for the two 
programs in 1979-80 was $395,000. 

Noting that some of the notices could 
be rescinded prior to the end of the 
present school year, Supt. Vickers said 
the continuation of funding of the 
Venice-Lincoln Technical Center, at 
least at the present level, also is in 
doubt. 

Most federal programs are expected 
to be sliced by roughly 25 percent, 
educators have learned. 

Irene Orr, a teacher, asked why .the 
notices were being extended to teachers 
with as much as 17 years seniority 

“Seventeen people, which includes 
three administrators, cannot operate 
this district,’ she said. 

There are 57 faculty members and 
administrators in the district. 

Supt. Vickers countered by saying

look" at the situation in order to protect 
the district should the loss of funds 
prove drastic 

He noted that last year at this time, 
honorable dismissal notices were sent 
to teachers with 16 years seniority and 
lower. 

Supt. Vickers and Jack Tolliver, 
board president, assured the faculty 
members that letters rescinding the 
dismissals would be sent as soon as 
possible. 

“‘As soon as we can, we will make an 
effort to relieve the anxieties of those 
receiving the notices,” Tolliver stated 

In response to a question by Mariann 
Ha Venice Teachers Local 965 
president, the administrator said the 
individual teacher's qualifications, 
especially at the high school level, and 
then seniority will be the criteria in 
rehiring. 

“We are only going to get a certain 
amount of dollars and we can forget 
about asking the public for an increase 
in taxes,. the way things are going,” 
Supt. Vickers said. 

“There is no certainity, either, that 
corporate replacement tax money will 
come in ata certain amount of money,” 
he added.

Momoh, a native of West 
Africa, was indicted by a 
grand jury Thursday on two 
counts of official misconduct 
and one count each of at- 
tempted official misconduct, 
aggravated battery, pra 
ticing medicine without 
license, practicing phar- 
macy without a license and 
violating the rules of the 
health department 

If convicted, he could be. 
sentenced to five years in 
prison and a $500 fine could 
be imposed. His bond was set 
at $50,000 and Judge 
Hildebrand allowed him to 
post half in cash and the 
remainder in recognizance.

Guiding TV viewing

Would you put a 
refrigerator in your child's 
bedroom and allow him or 
she to eat as much-of any 
food he or she wants, 
anytime? Probably not, but 
many children choose their 
television ‘‘diet’’ in:just that 
way 

Often, parents push fdr 
censorship help outside their 
home—from networks, 
advertisers, government. 
Sometimes they get good 
results. 

However, control can 
come more effectively from 
within the home. Parents 
must care enough to guide 
their children’s TV viewing 

Improvement can come 
only if families look first at 
their current level of TV 
viewing. Keep a TV diary by 
each television set to record 
viewing habits. Provide 
space for recording the 
programs watched, the time 
and the viewer. The diary 
quickly reflects family 
patterns of TV juse and 
current or potential 
problems. 

Going to the movie is 
usually a special event for 
families. They decide which 
movie to attend only after 
discussing its suitability. If 
the family is bored or of- 
fended by the movie, they 
are likely to leave or feel 
cheated. After the movie, 
they usually talk about it 
You should apply the same 


COUNTS’ 


approach to television 
viewing 

First, in the same way you 
plan daily meals, select in 
advance those programs 
which make -up a healthy 
viewing diet. 

Second, interrupt the 
program and react to things 
you like about it, disagree 
with or dislike. Discuss 
things your family may not 
understand. Encourage your 
children to evaluate the 
program out loud. 

Third, use program 
content as a springboard for 
family dic jons you might 
otherwise neglect or post- 
pone. You may discuss some 
very sensitive issues: death, 
drugs, family relationships. 

Research confirms that 
adults can drastically in- 
fluence the quality of in- 
formation children learn and 
rétain from _ television 
viewing. The teamwork 
families develop in making 
television a creative, 
positive force in their lives is 
worth the effort it takes to 
change old TV viewing 
habits.

Utilization of the. con- 
centrated speed en- 
forcement program (CSEP) 
by Illinois State Police -in- 
c ed the total en- 
forcement activity in 
Maryville District 11 by 
nearly seven percent in 
February, a new report 
discloses. 

Captain Glenn H. Huff- 
man, district commander, 
lists total enforcement 
contacts of 6,849 (463 of these 
contacts made by troopers 
working in the CSEP), 53 
criminal arrests and 23 
arrests for driving while 
under the influence of 
alcohol 

There were 344 rural 
security checks, and 217 
traffic accidents were in- 
vestigated; 207 overweight 
truck arres resulted in 
fines totaling $62,050. 

CSEP, a federally funded 
program initiated in October 
1980, will continue through 
June 1981. The program 
utilizes off-duty troopers on a 
hire-back basis.

Reye’s Syndrome 
bill passes House 


The Illinois’ House has 
passed a measure co- 
sponsored by Rep. Everett 
G. Steele (R-Glen Carbon) to 
help state health officials 
gather information on the 
causes of Reye's Syndrome. 

The little-understood flu- 
type disease afflicts children 
and many fatalities have 
occurred. 

House. Bill would 
require doctors, hospitals 
and clinics to report certain 
data about Reye’s Syndrome 
patients to the State. 
Department of Public 
Health. 

Steele said he would like 

the department ‘to be 
authorized study. 
characteristics of the 
children who contract the 
disease. 

“Reye’s Syndrome was 
identified in several deaths 
in our area recently. All we 
know about it is that its 
symptoms are similar to flu 
symptoms, and it is fatal in 
20 to 30 percent of the 
children it strikes. 

“Much more information 
is needed to know if it is 
treatable,’ Steele said. 

“The legislation directs 
the state to determine what 
types of information it would 
collect on incidence of the 
disease, such as age, general 
health and symptoms. 

“Patient-physician —_con- 
fidentiality would not be 
violated, because the names 
of those afflicted would not 
be reported to the depart- 
ment. 

“Until enough information 
on the causes, effects and 
occurrences of Reye's 
Syndrome is gathered’ for 
study by health 
professionals, it will be 
difficult for any physician to 
treat such cases,” the 56th 
District lawmaker con- 
cluded :

Excerpts from Bureau, of Labor 
Statistics reports—Unemployment rates 
in 1980 were high in the states most 
directly affected by automobile and 
related manufacturing industries, shar- 
pening interest in the car import issue. 
Rates for white workers in most of the 
industrial North Central states were over 7 


percent and, in Michigan, exceeded 11 


percent. By contrast, in the central farm 
belt from North Dakota down to Texas, and 
in several Southern states, jobless rates 
were below 5 percent. Lowest unem- 
ployment for whites was in Nebraska (3.6 
percent) and the District of Columbia 
(3.5). 

Unemployment for black and other 
races was under 5 percent only in Hawaii, 
where Asians and Pacific Islanders 
comprise a large majority of the lab 
force. Black and other minority unem- 
ployment rates were at least 10 percent in 
35 of the 38 states where separate rates 
were available in 1980, including 15 states 
with rates of at least 15 percent, primarily 
in the eastern part of the North Central 
and South Central regions. Highest rates 
were in Michigan (23.5. percent) and 
Montana (20). In Mojtana, American 
Indians constitute nearly 90 percent of the 
minority workers. 

Nationally, 1980 unemployment for 
minoirties (13.2 percent) was more than 
double the rate for whites (6.3 percent). 
Only Hawaii had a minority rate lower 
than the rate for whites. 

Nearly a third of all unemployed in the 
U. S. were concentrated in four large 
states last year—California, Illinois, 
Michigan and New York—where 27 per- 
cent of the white labor force and 30 percent 
of the minority labor force reside. 
Minorities accounted for one in every eight 
persons in the labor force in these states, 
but one in’every five of the jobless, about 
the same as the national relationship 

+++++ 

Wage and salary earnings failed to keep 
pace with consumer prices. in the year 
ended with the 1980 fourth quarter. Median 
weekly earnings+of individuals employed 
full-time;rose 9.5 percent, from $253 to 
$277. For families, the median increased 
only 6.8 percent, from $388 to $415, because 
some workers lost their jobs and others 
were cut back to part-time work. 

Over the same period, prices as 
measured by the consumper price index 
for urban wage earners and clerical 
workers rose 12.6 percent. 

Reflecting the economic slowdown, the 
number of married-couple families with 
two or more earners dropped by 600,000 
from the fourth quarter of 1979 to October- 
December 1980. Most of this decline oc- 
curred among families in which both the 
husband and wife had previously been 

| working. 

Despite the decline in number, multi- 
earner families still accounted for more 
than half of all married-couple families 
with earners, Their median earnings of 
$552 were substantially higher than those 
of one-earner families, $320. Among multi- 
earner families, earnings averaged $559 
for whites, $480 for blacks and $466 for 
Hispanics. 

The number of married-couple families 
in which there were jobless members as 
well as wage and salary workers rose by 
580,000 over the year, reaching nearly 3 
million in the fourth quarter of 1980 

Average earnings of these families were 
$321 in the fourth quarter, about the same 
as such earnings in the final quarter of 
1979. Because of rising price levels, their 
real earnings fell. 

Families where the husband was 
unemployed and others were working had 
lower median weekly earnings ($167) than 
families where the jobless person was the 
wife or some other member. In the latter 
cases, the earnings were $313 and $470, 
respectively. 

Real earnings—current dollar earnings 
adjusted to constant dollars—of those who 
worked full time fell 2.7 percent in the year 
that ended with the 1980 fourth quarter, 
about the same as the 3.0 percent decline 
in the year ending with the 1980 third 
quarter. The decreases for the years en- 
ding with the first and second quarters 


inois-Michigan employment decline 


were 4.3 and 5.9 percent, respectively 
There were smaller rises in consumer 
prices in the second half of the year than in 
the first half. 

Managers and administrators, with 
median usual weekly earnings of $390, 
were the highest paid workers, followed by 
professional and technical workers ($358) 
and craft workers ($340). Employees in 
farm and service jobs received $178 and 
$185.

Their employment 
rose 3 percent, in contrast to a 1.5 percent 
decline in full-time employment.

‘This nation’s overall unemployment was 
7.3 percent in February 1981; it had been 
7.4 percent in the prior twe months. Total 
employment edged up to 97.9 million; 
jobless totaled 7.8 million. Non-farm 
payroll jobs were unchanged at 91.5 
million. 

Jobless figures for most major worker 
groups in February were about the same 
as in January: adult men (6 percent), 
adult women (6.5),’ teenagers (19.3), 
whites (6.6), Hispanics (12) and black and 
other workers (13.1). All of these rates 
were substantially above their year- 
earlier levels. 

The number of persons jobless for 15 
weeks or more dropped in February, and 
the median duration of unemployment 
declined from 7.4 to 6.9 weeks, still well 
above the year-ago level. 

‘The number of unemployed persons on 
layoff or permanently separated from 
their jobs (job losers) declined between 
June 1980 and January 1981; it was) un- 
changed in February at 3.9 million, The 
other unemployment categories—job 
leavers and labor force entrants—have 
shown no consistent trend since June. 

Total employment rose by 230,000 last 
month and exceeds the 1980 peak. Adult 
women accounted for nearly all of the 
over-the-month increase, and their 
February employment total was 835,000 
above February 1980. Meanwhile, em- 
ployment of adult-men and teenagers was 
below thé year-earlier tallies by 270,000 
and 450,000, respectively. 

The civilian labor force at 105.7 million 
has grown by 1.6 million in the past year, a 
slower pace than in recent years. 

Adult women’s labor force participation 
has reached an all-time high of 51.9 per- 
cent, ) 

The labor force increase for adult men 
was smaller than their population growth 
over the past 12 months; their par- 
ticipation rate continued its long-term 
decline and was 78.7 percent in February. 

Construction jobs dropped by 110,000 
over the month, following several months 
of gains. At 4.5 million, such jobs are still 
140,000 short of February 1980. 

The 20.4 million manufacturing jobs 
remain well below pre-recession levels. 
EYnployment rose 110,000 in wholesale and 
retail trade, and there were small job 
increases in finance, insurance and real 
estate. Federal government jobs declined.

The producer price index for finished 
goods moved up 0.8 percent after seasonal 
adjustment from January to February, 
following a 0.9 percent advance in 
Janauary and a 0.5 percent rise in

The latest monthly “inflation rate’ 
announced in Washington on Tuesday was 
a full 1 percent. 

Before seasonal adjustment, the price 
index for finished goods increased 1.0 
percent to 262.4 (1967 equals 100). 

Over the year, the finished goods index 
rose 10.4 percent 

Consumer food prices were up 8.1 per- 
cent from February ’80 to February ’81; 
finished energy goods climbed 22.3 per- 
cent; prices for finished consumer goods 
(other than food and energy) advanced 7.9 
percent; and capital equipment prices 
increased 11.2 percent.

Crackdown on mobile home part 


The Granite City 
Inspection Department, 
often cited by Alderman 
Warren Decatur, a candidate 
for mayor, as a “‘do nothing” 
department, was cranked 
into action by, Mayor Paul 
Schuler yesterday morning 
against the Shelton Mobile 
Home Park, East 23rd Street 
and Nameoki Road. 

Allegations of unhealthy 
and unsafe conditions in the 
mobile home park were 

de at Tuesday night's city 
cBncil meeting by First 
Ward Alderman Charles 
Douglas, who introduced a 
resident of that area and 
asked him to address the 
council 


‘The young man said he 
lives in a house near the 
mobile home park and has 
been trying, unsuccessfully, 
for 10 months to get the city 
inspector to act to clean up 
the park, The man alleged 
there is one trash dumpster 
for 16 mobile homes which 
frequently overflows onto 
the ground and attracts rats. 


He also said the condition 
of the mobile homes has been 
deteriorating, some have 
holes in them, the electrical 
wiring appears worn and 
dangerous, there is trash and 


old furniture on the ground 
and there is no where for the 
children to play, so they use 
neighbors yards and van- 
dalize the houses nearby. 
He contended that City 
Inspector Emerald Dawes 
has ignored his pleas to force 
a cleanup of the mobile home 
park. “I talked to him ‘till 
I’m blue in the face and I feel 
I'm being schrugged off,” 
the man told the council. 
Dawes said he is aware of 
the problems, has taken 
photographs of the trash and 
garbage and instructed City 
Clerk Robert W. Stevens six 
months ago not to renew the 
license of the mobile home 
court when it expires May 1, 
until the inspection depart- 
ment declares the park safe. 


Dawes agreed he has 
refused to put out rat poison 
in the park because children, 
dogs and cats could eat the 
poison. “You just don’t go 
putting. out rat poison 
anywhere. You’ve got to be 
very careful,” he said, ad- 
ding, “‘It’s too dangerous and 
I don’t want any little kids 
burt, 


“We are taking the only 
steps we can,” Dawes said. 

Douglas disagreed and 
said that obvious violations 


of the law, such as garbage 
on the ground, should be 
dealt with immediately. “If 
they are not meeting the 
ordinances, all that has to be 
done is to ticket them. The 
City inspector has the right to 
ticket people when he sees 
violations, 

“I would like to see this 
council and the mayor make 
sure that we make the in- 
spector enforce the laws a 
little better,” Douglas 
concluded. 

Mayor Schuler thanked the 
resident of that area for 
informing the council of the 
problem and stated, ‘I only 
wish you had let us know 
sooner."’ 

The mayor then turned to 
Dawes and stated, ‘Dawes, 
at 10 a.m. tomorrow, bring 
the building inspector and 
the electrical inspector and I 
will bring the city attorney 
and city engineer and 
something will be done. I 
wasn’t aware of the 
magnitude of what you 
gentlemen described, but I 
guarantee something will be 
done. 

“This is a very serious 
situation. Inadequate wiring 
could cause a fire and we 
could have a disaster,’’ the 
mayor concluded.

Implimentation of new 
postal rates announced 


«The Postal 
announced that non- 
denominated ‘‘B’ postage 
stamps and related items of 
postal stationery will be 
issued to correspond with 
new rates, that went into 
effect March 22, 

At that time, the cost of 
mailing a First-Class letter 
rose to 18 cents from the 
cuurent 15° cents and in- 
ereases took place in other 
classes of mail. It was the 
first domestic rate increase 
since May, 1978. 

The Governors .of the 
Postal Service voted March 
10 to allow the new rates to 
go into effect under protest 
and returned’ the case to the 
jndependent Postal Rate 
Commission for  recon- 
sideration 
| The Board of Governors 
had filed with the Rate 
Commission last April for a 
20-cent First-Class ‘rate and 
a total rate package that 

swould yield $3.75 billion in 

tnew revenue. The com- 
‘mission recommended an 18- 
cent rate and a total package 
that would produce some $1 
billion less than the Postal 
Service had sought. 

The nondenominated 
Postal items were produced 
as a contingency and the 
decision to issue them was 
made to insure that there 
will be an adequate supply of 
Stamps to meet the nation’s 
needs, Postmaster General 
William F. Bolger said 

A “B” embossed stamped

“*non- 
postal card 
will also be issued. The 
embossed envelope will sell 
for 22 cents (18 cents 
postage, 4 cents for the 
envelope), and the postal 
card for 12 cents, the new 
postal card rate. 

First-day sales of the 
items took place March 15 in 
Memphis, Tenn., and San 
Francisco, Calif. The items 
went on sale. in all post of- 
fices across the country the 
following day, March 16. 

Bolger stressed that the 
nondenominated items are 
for use within the United 
States only and are 
prohibited for use in- 
ternational mail 

He noted that, in addition 
to the - nondenominated 
stamps, there is an abundant 
supply of 15-cent stamps on 
hand, which may be used in 
combination with low-value 
stamps to meet the new rate. 
Production of three-cent 
stamps has been increased 
to meet the anticipated 
demand. 

Additionally, an 18-cent 
stamp bearing the likeness 
of Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell 
has been in the Service's 
inventory since 1974 and is 
available in many post of- 
fices. 

The supply of “B” stamps 
will be phased out eventually 
and replace by regular 
stamp issues. 

Except for background 
color, the design of the “B” 


envelope and a

stamp is identical to th 
stamp issued under similar 
circumstances in 1978. The 
“A” stamp had an orange 
background while the 
background color of the “B’” 
stamp is purple. 

The postal d design 
differs from other items in 
that it shows only an eagle 
and the words ‘U.S

Rate. On the embossed 
envelope, the letter “B” 
appears to the right of the

Revised plans and 
specifications for the 
proposed multipurpose 
building at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
were approved last week by 
the SIU Board of Trustees 
Bids on the project are 
scheduled to be opened by 
the Capital Development 
Board in Springfield on April 
2. 


University officers said 
plans and specifications for 
the building were revised by 
the project architect, 
William Thompson and 
Associates, after the initial 
bids which were opened Dec.

Discussions were held with 
the architect, resulting in a 
number of structural and 
design modifications which 
are expected to reduce costs 
enough to meet the project 
budget.

Exempt signs 
at some rail 
crossings 

The linois Department of 


Transportation reports that~ 


certain trucks and buses will 
no longer be required to stop 
at railroad grade crossings 
that are officially marked as 
exempt. The state law that 
required stops at all such 
crossings was revised the 
first of this year. 

These abandoned, or 
seldom used, industrial or 
spur tracks not requiring 
stops are designated as 
exempt by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission and 
marked by an appropriate 
highway authority with an 
official sign. 

The EXEMPT signs will 
be erected under both the 
railroad crossbuck and the 

lroad advance warning 
sign. 

Highway authorities have 
begun using the exempt 
signing at appropriate 
locations. The purpose of 
designating and signing 
exempt crossings is to 
eliminate unnecessary and 
unsafe stops by certain 
second division trucks and 
buses. , 

However, all motorists 
should still use due caution 
when traveling over an 
exempt crossing, since 
trains, even though very 
infrequently, may still utilize 
a few of these crossings. 

The seldom used crossings 
are to be protected by a 
flagman when trains are 
present.

GRANITE CITY — It’s 
happened. The South has 
indeed risen again. 

Times were not too long 

‘ago. when northern 
Illinois and the Chicago 
‘area in particular ruled 
>the high school ‘sports 
scene in this state. But 
times have changed. 

In the early years of thé 
Illinois High School 
Athletic Association 

«(which later became the 
wIllinois High School 
Association we know 
ytoday), the central and 
southern Illinois schools 
ruled. But in the 1950s, a 
trend started that until 
recently held true — the 
«Chicago metropolitan 
area.won just about 
everything in sight 
Chicago. Marshall 
became the first Chicago 
team to win a_ state 
championship in 
basketball in 1958. 

And Chicago has had its 
way. when it comes to 
making the rules that 
govern prep sports in this 
state 

Things have started to 
change. At least in the 
area of state champions. 
Southern Illinois _ is 
sftirting to take its hold 
again But the 
rulésmakers are still 
those who sit up in the 
‘windy City on Lake 
| Michigan — or at least out 
‘in its ‘suburbs. 

State championships. 
Every high school athlete 
in the state of Illinois 
dreams of winning one — 
either as part of a state 
championship team or as 
an individual. Southern 
Illinois is beginning to win 
its share again. 

Take basketball for 
instance. \ Just last 
Saturday night, Quincy 
became the second 
downstate team in as 
many) weeks to bring 
home a baskteball state 
championship when it 
‘won the Class AA (large 
school) championship 
and finished the season 
with a perfect 33-0 record. 

Of course, Madison 
‘Trojans turned the trick 
the week before. They 
won the Class A (small 
school) state cham- 
pionship — the second in 
five years at the’school. 

East St. Louis Lincoln’s 
unbeaten girls team could 
bring. home a_ third 
basketball championship 
downstate this ‘weekend 
when it goes for its second 
straight Class AA title. 


Last season, Southern 
Illinois ruled both classes 
of girls basketball 
Benton won the Class A 
tournament. This season, 
downstate’s hopes will be 
carried in the small 
school class by Eldorado 
and’Quiney Notre Dame. 
But basketball isn’t the 
only sport whose 
championship is in the 
hands of a downstate 
school. The list is quite 
impressive going back 
over the last two school 
years. 
To 
people, 


most Chicago 
“downstate” is 


anything south of the 
South Side of Chicago 
But for our purposes, 
we'll only be considering 
schools south of the 
Quincy-Springfield-Da- 
nville area, about half- 
way down the state. 
First, of course, is 
soccer. No other sport is 
in as firm a grip of a 
Southern Illinois team. 
Granite City South has 
won the last five state 
championships and has 
won six out of the nine 
tournaments, including 
the very first one. In 
addition, every single 


coaching ‘record held in 
the State Finals is owned 
by South head coach Gene 
Baker. Winning one state 
champinship in the 
history of a school is hard 
enough. But five in a row 
is incredible. 

Then there’s football. 
Belleville Althoff won the 
Class 4A state title, 
Danville Schlarman the 
Class 1A title and 
Harrisburg was runnerup 
in Class 3A this season. In 
1979, Mascoutah captured 
the 3A title and East St. 
Louis won the 5A 
championship. 


In wrestling, Southern 
Illinois had a_ state 
champion and a runnerup 
this season. Cahokia’s 
Keith Cruise won the 
heavyweight | champio- 
nship, and Granite City 
South's Dean Perkins was 
runnerup at 155 pounds. 
His loss in the title bout 
was his first of the season.

A greatly reduced highway repair 
and construction program totaling $550 
million for fiscal year 1982 was an- 
nounced Thursday by Illinois Tran- 
sportation Secretary John D. Kramer. 

“The road repair program for the 
coming year is all that can be done with 
existing revenues. It is the smallest 
road repair and construction program 
in more than 25 years in terms of real 
buying power,” Kramer said. 

“The $550 million dollar program has 
broken the momentum of the progress 
made during the last four years in 
which we have improved more than 
2,800 miles of highways and repaired or 
replaced 1,058 bridges. Although we are 
doing as much as we can with available 
resources, the $550 million program is 
unacceptable. As a result, Governor 
Thompson will address a joint session 
of the General Assembly on March 24 to 
outline his transportation proposal.” 

Included in the $550 million is $143.7 
million in projects carried over from 
the current fiscal year’s program, 
making the actual program level of new 
work for Fiscal Year 1982 $406.3 
million 

“The emphasis in the fiscal 1982 
program will be on the repair of the 
existing system in an effort to protect 
as much as possible of the $50 billion of 
past highway investment. The need to 
concentrate all of our resources on the 
existing system,” Kramer said, ‘“un- 
fortunately defers the construction of 
many major projects, such as the U.S. 
51 freeway, Interstate 255 in the 
Madison-St. Clair counties area, and 
the North Peoria Bypass. 

“This program level is unacceptable 


because of the effect on the state’s 
economy of a poor road system. It also 
will cést the individual motorist more. 
As a result of an increasing number of 
bad roads, each licensed driver in 
Illinois may be forced to spend up to an 
additional $200 annually for wasted 
fuel, increased tire wear and higher 
repair bills for brakes, steering and 
suspension systems. 

“In addition, this year’s highway 
program generates some 27,000 con- 
struction and supplier-related jobs in 
Illinois, and it is estimated that another 
37,000 jobs are generated by the ripple 
effect of increased earnings provided 
by the highway program. If left at the 
$550 million level, next year’s program 
will result in an estimated reduction of 
11,000 jobs. This comes at a time when 
the construction industry is already 
experiencing a higher-than-average 
unemployment rate of 13 to 15 percent. 

“By deferring road repairs now they 
will only be more costly in the future. 


The ultimate cost of road and bridge: 


repair could double as pavement and 
bridges deteriorate to the point where 
simple resurfacing and repair will not 
suffice 

“The Fiscal Year 1982 program—as 
was the case this year—will continue to. 
be squeezed by rising costs and 
declining revenues. By June 30, the end 
of this current fiscal year, the state will 
have lost more than $327 million in 
federal funds. Further aggravating this 
shortage is the decline in motor fuel 
usage that has resulted in a loss of more 
than $68 million in state revenues since 
the fall of 1979. 

“To finance the $550 million program 
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State highway program slashed 


the Department has undertaken an 
austerity program, and we are 
assuming the continued elimination of 
diversions as well as the continued 
transfer of sales taxes into the Road 
Fund. 

We have reallocated funds from the 
Department's operations by deferring 
permanent improvements to Depart- 
ment facilities, and have imposed a 
hiring freeze that has already resulted 
in a cutback of more than 300 full time 
positions that were budgeted for this 
year. An additional 250 full time 
positions and 450 part jobs will be 
eliminated through attrition by the end 
of Fiscal Year 1982 

“The financing for Fiscal Year 1982 
assumes approval by Congress of the 
cuts proposed by the President and no 
new state reyenues for the road 
program. However, the development of 
the final federal funding levels or an 
increase in the'state revenues could 
significantly ‘change the road 
program.” 

The proposed $550 million 1982 road 
program is comprised of $322 million in 
federal funds, $205.3 million in state 
funds of which $105.3 million is state 
Road Funds and $100 million is bond 


‘funds, and $22.4 million in local mat- 


ching funds. 

Among the major projects and the 
impact of the reduced program level 
are: 

1-255 (East St. Louis Bypass), con- 
struction for the completion of the 
section from I-64 to Illinois 15 proposed; 
delays the Illinois 15 to Illinois 3 section 
by one year. Nearly $201 million has 
been invested to date with a remaining

Pay attention to pollution 
requirements of tree fruit 
when planting your home 
orchard. If you don’t, fruit 
yields may be disappointing 

Most peach, nectarine, and 
sour cherry varieties are 
“self-fruitful” and do not 
require pollination by 
another variety. These trees 
will produce normal crops 
when planted alone or in 
groups. 

But “‘self-unfruitful”’ trees 
need to be pollinated by 
pollen of a different variety. 
Pollen from another tree of 
the same variety is not 
adequate. Plums, sweet 
cherries, pears, and some 
apples fall in this category 

For instance, Delicious 
apple trees usually will not 
produce a normal apple 
variety such as Jonathan or 
Golden Delicious. Some 
types of flowering’ crab 
apples will pollinate apple 
varieties, but guidelines are 
not available 

Bees are the most im- 
portant pollinating insect. 
They may fly far enough to 
pollinate several plantings in 
an urban or suburban area 
surrounding their hive or 
colony. This, if apple or crab 
apple trees are present in a 
neighborhood, two varieties 
of apples in a home orchard 
may not be necessary, but is 
preferable. 

Some unusual conditions 
exist in tree fruit pollinating 
reauirements. Seckel pear 
will not pollinate Bartlett 
pear, but Bartlett will 
pollinate Seckel. Winesap 
and Stayman Winesap have 
sterile pollen and will not 
pollinate any apple variety. 
Sometimes these facts are 
quoted in nursery catalogs 
but generally are not. When 
in doubt, plant two or more

varieties. 

Vegetable gardens are the 
“in” thing for 1981. Many 
stories are being told about 
the benefits of gardening to 
help stretch the budget and 
improve the quality of life. 
Gardening can aid in 
reducing the food budget but 
due consideration must be 
given to the glowing 
economic reports, and ex- 
pectations should be 
reasonable. 

In 1974, foot 
experimental garden at the 
Dixon Springs Experiment 
Station, Simpson, TI1l., 
yielded 912 pounds of 
vegetables plus 152 ears of 
sweet corn, These were 
given a harvest-time of $165. 
A Duchess County, New 
York, demonstration 20-by- 

foot garden resulted in 
$218 in produce. Inflation has 
probably doubled these 
value figures. But the value 
to a family is determined by 
how much is produced and 
utilized. 

Vegetables differ in yields 
and values. For’ instance, 
snap beans and tomatoes 
should yield a pound per 
square foot of soil, But 
broccoli produces an 
average of 0.5 pound per 
square foot and asparagus 
may only yield 0.2 pound per 
square foot. Garden’ value 
then depends on these yields, 
a price per pound, and how 
much the family will eat 

Costs of gardening range 
from very low to very high 
The high costs develop when 
large or expensive equip- 
ment is purchased for small 
gardens, or when expensive 
plants and accessories are 
used. 

Seed costs are a small 
percentage of the expected 
returns. A packet of snap 
bean seed should plant about 
20 feet of row and yield 20 
pounds of beans worth $5 to 
$10. Hybrid tomato seeds 
cost 2 to 3 cents a piece, and

cost of $246 million. 


Pay attention to tree polination 


should grow into a plant that 
will yield 10 pounds of fruit 
worth $3 to $5, depending on 
market prices. 

Other costs of gardening 
are fertilizers, pesticides, 
mulches, stakes, equipment, 
and sometimes even land 
rental. But some of these can 
be offset by the benefits of 
fuel savings in driving to 
markets and the con- 
venience of home-grown 
products. The other benefits 
of gardening may also offset 
the costs. These’ are 
exerecise, fresh air, family 
togetherness, and garden-to- 
table freshness and flavor. 

To maximize the returns 
from the garden; (1) grow 
what the family likes to eat; 
(2) estimate family needs 
before planting; (3) grow for 
quality that can’t be bought; 
(4) utilize the best gardening 
practices that result in high

Cuts in Budget could cost jobs 


To the Editor: 

President Reagan's 
federal budget cutbacks will 
increase the unemployment 
rate in his home town of 
Dixon, Ill., by at least 27 
percent. 

The state and federal 
budget reductions will take a 
big bite out of funding for the 
leading employer in Dixon— 
the Dixon Developmental 
Center—a_ state-operated 
facility for the mentally 
retarded. 

The institution stands to 
lose 420 resident patients and 
482 employees by July, 1982, 
under plans announced by 
the Illinois Department of 
Mental Health. - 

This warning of increased 
unemployment in Dixon 
comes from the American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees, 
the largest union in that 
northern Illinois community 
of 18,000 located 100 miles 
west of Chicago. 

AFSCME represents more 
than 1,300 of the 1,509 em- 
ployees at the Dixon Center. 

If 482 jobs are eliminated, 
Dixon’s unemployment rate 
will jump to: 10.6 percent, 
more than, one-fourth above 
the current level of 8.3 
percent.

The Illinois Department of 
Mental Health will also lose 
additional funds because of

Illinois House Bill 284 i: 
designed to enhance anc 
update the knowledge anc 
skills of Illinois law en 
forcement officers. 

State Representative 
Celeste Stiehl presented this 
legislation to the Hous¢ 
Committee on Cities anc 
Villages on March 5. 

The bill, which passe 
favorably out of this com- 
mittee, is co-sponsored by 
Representatives Stiehl, Jim 
Reilly, Bruce Richmond, 
Ralph Dunn, Monroe Flinn, 
Gary Hannig, Everett Steele 
and Sam Wolf. é 

If enacted into law, this 
legislation will provide for 
ongoing ‘decentralized in- 
service training for law 
enforcement officers in 
Illinois. 


It authorizes combinations 
of units of local government 
to join with the Department 
of Law Enforcement to 
deliver in-service training to 
municipal,-county, and state 
officers in a given 
geographical area . 

In-service training, in- 
cluding certified courses, 
would be delivered or co- 
ordinated by mobile team:in- 
service training units. 

These units would be 
supervised by policy boards 
composed of local officials 
and a representative of the 
Department of Law 
Enforcement. 

The new system. \is 
designed to take advantage 
of the capabilities of existing 
regional in-service training 
Projects as well as the 


department's Office of 
Training. 

Fifty percent of the fun- 
ding for the mobile teams: 
would come from the state, 
with the balance being: 
provided by participating 
local governments. 

Passage of this legislation 
would insure that practicak 
training programs such’ as.

reduce number of judges 


A proposal of the Illinois House 
Judiciary I Redistricting Sub- 
committee for redrawing Circuit Court 
boundaries, the first geographic change 
in the courts since 1957, would reduce 
the number of judges in Madison 
County, it was learned this week. 

Unlike legislative districts, there is 
no requirement in the state constitution 
or in federal court decisions requiring a 
“one man-one vote’ reapportionment 
of court districts. 

The intention of the recom- 
mendations is to more equalize the 
current widely varying caseload bet- 
ween circuits, the subcommittee states 
in its report. 

The report cites 1979 court statistics 
showing the number of cases filed per 
full circuit judge ranges from 417 in 
Calhoun County to more than 1,600 in 
two Chicago- suburban-area circuits 

‘Under the proposal, Madison would 
be one of 12 new single-county circuits. 
There are presently only two—Cook 
and DuPage counties. 

‘The new circuits would be designated 
by letters instead of numbers under the 
proposal. Madison County would be 
known as the “F”’ Circuit 

One section of the subcommittee’s 
report would reduce the number of 
judges in which is now the 3rd Circuit 
Court of Madison and Bond counties, 
which has a higher caselcad per circ 
judg (1,195) than most other downsta. 
circuits. 


The present eight full circuit judges 
would be reduced to six under the 
proposal. The number of associate 
judges for Madison County, nine, would 
remain the same. 

Resident judges in smaller counties; 
such as Calhoun and Greene, probably 
would be eliminated under the proposed 
changes. 

Third Circuit Chief Judge Horace 
Calvo said it would be “‘very difficult” 
to operate with fewer full circuit judges 
without overburdening the associate 
judges more. 

He said the subcommittee’s proposal 
to put Bond County into a circuit with 
several other small counties to the east 
and making Madison a separate circuit 
was “not of great importance.” 

Illinois Court Administrator Roy 
Gulley, however, strongly disagreed 
with the proposal to create more single- 
county circuits, such as Madison. 

He argued it was an advantage to 
both Madison and Bond counties to be in 
the same circuit, since when judges in 
Madison County excused themselves 
from hearing a case, the Bond County 
resident judge could be brought in, an 
vice-versa. 

‘The state constitution prohibits the 
legislature from eliminating the 
position of any incumbent judges. Any 
of the reductions proposed in the report 
would occur when the current judges’ 
terms expire.

Nichols wants state to 
bring Canadian geese here 


Bill Nichols, who owns 
acreage in the southwest 
side of Horseshoe Lake, 
believes as many as 500 
waterfowl may have come to 
their deaths at the lake as a 
result of eating lead pellets 
from shotgun ammunition. 

He bases the count on 
finding three banded can- 
vasbacks that died that way; 
he says about three out of 150 
birds are banded, He sent the 
carcases to National 
Laboratories in Madison, 
Wis., which confirmed that 
the deaths were from lead 
shot. 

Nichols said a flock as 
large as 3,000 birds gathered 
on the Horseshoe Lake ice. 
As some of the birds died, the 
large gull population 
descended and picked the 
bones clean in about two and 
a half hours. The specimens 
sent in were obtained before 
the gulls did their work. 

Nichols is trying to per- 
suade state officials. to send 
four trucks to Canada to 
accept an offer of the 
Canadian Wildlife Service to 
give all the Giant Canadian 
Geese that the state will pick 
up. 

Nichols says the Giant 
Canadian Goose has a ten- 
dency to take up residence 
permanently. In Toronto, he 
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says, there are so many of 
the big birds the Canadian 
Wildlife Service doesn’t 
know what to do with them. 
Law forbids shooting in the 
city. 

Nichols says one truck 
could bring back about 450 
birds. He hopes four trucks 
can go, to provide a ‘‘free- 
flying flock that will stay at 
Horseshoe Lake.’’

Sentencing a relief 
to grieving widow 


By EDGURNEY 

Beverly Lehman felt .a 
sense of relief after the man 
convicted of — reckless 
homicide in the death of her 
husband and children was 
sentenced to prison last 
‘week. 

I’m glad, it’s over. ‘Very 
glad,” said Mrs. Lehman, 
“It’s been a long time.” 

It was a day Mrs. Lehman, 
27, had been waiting for 
since Dec. 31, 1979. 

On that evening, Larry 
Lehman, 42; Nicole Lehman, 
5; and Stacy Lehman, 1, all 
of Granite City, were killed 
in an automobile accident on 
State Aid 35. Bev Lehman 
was injured and 
hospitalized. 

“Arlin Davis, 51, Holiday 
Mobile Home Court, was 
sentenced Monday to three 
years in prison on his con- 
viction of reckless homicide 
in connection with the ac- 
cident. Associate Judge John 
Day made that sentence run 
consecutively with a one- 
year sentence Davis was 
given last month for his 
conviction on a November, 
1979 drumk driving charge in 
Collinsville, 

There could be little sense 
of relief Monday for Davis 
and his family. 

After the sentencing, Davis 
turned himself in to begin a 
seven-day sentence in the 
county jail on a conviction of 
resisting a police officer in 
connection with the 
Collinsville incident. 

After he. serves that 
sentence, Davis is expected 
to remain free on bond while 
his attorney, John Gitchoff of 
Granite City, appeals the 
other convictions. Gitchoff 
said the appeals will 
probably: be considered by 
the. appellate court in this 
fall's term. 

Judge Day denied Git- 
choff’s motion Monday to 
overturn the reckless 
homicide conviction or grant 
@ new trial, 

Gitchoff claimed Assistant 
State’s Attorney Keith 
Jensen had violated a 
judge’s order by not telling 
»Gitchoff the substance of the 
testimony of two key wit- 
nesses before the trial’ began 
last November. 

That failure will be the 
basis for the appeal, Gitchoff 
said 

Gitchoff also ‘sought un- 
successfully to have Day 
order analternative sen- 
tence which would allow 
Dayis to keep his job while 
spending nights and 
weekends in the Madison 
County Jail. ‘No, I didn’t 
want that at all,”” Mrs. Leh- 
man told a reporter later. 

Gitchoff also had proposed 
that Davis give part of his 
wages to Mrs. Lehman and 
Larry Lehman's surviving 
child from another 
marriage, “I don’t want, his 
money,” Mrs. Lehman said. 
“I don’t want anything to do 
with that man.” 

She testified that she has 
overdosed twice on drugs 


undergo this 
summer. 

He said he has three sons 
living at home, none of whom 
works full-time. Davis said 
his job in St. Louis—to which 
his son drives him—would be 
lost. 

Davis skid he needs facial 
surgery relating to the 1979 
crash but had postponed it 
until after his one-year job 
probation ends in August. 

Under cross-examination 
by Jensen, Davis said he had 
been scheduled to undergo 
an alcohol treatment 
program only days after the 
accident. 

He said he was unem- 
ployed at the time and was in 
a state of depression. “I 
don’t feel I had a drinking 
problem, no sir.” he told 
Jensen. 


surgery 


Jensen asked Davis why he , 


had offered to buy drinks 
when he was tavern-hopping 
before the accident if he was 
so concerned about his bills. 

Jensen also asked Davis if 
he would have recommended 
probation if his wife and 
children had been killed in a 
similar accident, 

“God knows I have 
regretted this ever since it 
happened,’’ Davis said 


emotionally. ‘‘If someone 
killed my wife, sir, what can 
I say...1 think I'd have to 
know the person who did it. I 
didn’t mean it. 

“I'm sorry it happened,” 
Davis said, “‘God knows I’m 
sorry.” 

Davis said he was not-told 
the truth about the accident 
until 17 days after it hap- 
pened, and went into shock. 

He said he has not had a 
drink since the accidept 
“and I don’t intend to¥’ 
Jensen argued in favor of a 
prison sentence, citing 
Davis’ past drunk driving 
conviction and the need for a 
sentence as a deterrent. 

Gitchoff said the harm 
could not be undone and he 
stressed the hardship a 
prison sentence would cause 
to Davis’ family. That in- 
convenience ‘‘is nothing 
compared to the tragedy he 
caused,” Jensen retorted. 

Judge Day took 100 days 
off Davis’ sentence for two 
months he spent in Scott Air 
Force Base Hospital and one 
month in Madison County 
Jail after the accident. 

Davis would be able to get 
out in half of the remaining 
45 months of the sentence for 
good behavior.
